Who Remembers? 


By W. Gartrell 

That the stirring tempo of 1776 
found an echo in Loudoun County is 
recorded in a copy of the minutes of 
a meeting of the Justices of Loudoun 
County in the Courthouse, at which 
time the Justices present swore alleg- 
iance to the New Republic that was 
the budding United States of Ameri- 
ca. 

An account of this momentous 
meeting was copied from an ancient 
record book carefully kept by County 
Clerk E. I. Russell at Leesburg. Dur- 
ing the tenure of office of the late B. 
W. Franklin as Clerk, this and other 
valuable and interesting documents 
were typed from the nearly illegible 
longhand records. 


The minutes of this meeting are 
quoted verbatim: 
**1776—August 
America Liberate. 

“At a meeting of the Justices of 
Loudoun County at the Courthouse 
on Monday, the 12th day of August, 
1776. 

“Present; Josias Clapham, George 
West, Francis Peyton, Thomas Lewis 
and Samuel Love, Gentlemen. 

“The Oath agreed upon by the 
Hon. Convention was presented and 
read. Whereupon George West and 
Francis Peyton administered the 
Oath to Josias Clapham, Gentlemen, 
and he administered the Oath to the 
said George West, Francis Peyton, 
Thomas Lewis and Samuel Love, 
Gentlemen. 

“The Declaration of Independence 
by the Hon. Congress was read at the 
Courthouse door by Sheriff pursuant 
to the order of the Governor (Patrick 
Henry) and the Council of Virginia. 

“Charles Binns was sworn Clerk 
of this Court, pursuant to an ordi- 
nance of the Convention. 

“Phillip Noland, Esq. was sworn 
Sheriff of this County pursuant to an 
order of the Convention, and on his 
motion, Ralph Murray and Christo- 
pher Parfect were sworn his depu- 
ties.

“Thomas Poole is allowed 14-6 for 
sundries furnished the Catawba Ind- 
ians, passing from Congress.”’ 

“Joseph Hough is allowed 1-6 for 
riding Express from Leesburg to 
Fredericktown (Frederick, Md.) with 
letters of the Marquis de la Fayette.” 

“Nathaniel Smith is allowed 30 
pounds for one horse lost in forward- 
ing the baggage of de la Fayette.” 

Josias Clapham, Francis Peyton 
and Phillip Noland, Esq. lived at 
Middleburg and were moving spirits 
in all civic activities. Clapham and 
Peyton are named two of the six orig- 
inal trustees of the newly chartered 
Middleburg in 1787.

It is hard to measure happiness. The question might better be answered 


by asking another. Is there more time in modern life for quiet thought, for 
simple amusements at home, for leisurely reading of good books purely for 
the pleasure that they give and not for what can be gotten from them for 
future material gain? There can be no doubt as to the answer to this ques- 
tion. For the answer is No. People today are even losing the art of letter 
writing so fast has the tempo become. Classics are no lofger read, in fact 
the average person hardly finds time to read one book in six months let 
alone any of the 40 odd volumes of Dickens, the comedies, tragedies and 
histories of Shakespeare, the pleasant romances of Anthony Trollope or even 
the modern fiction of Thomas Hardy. 

All these hours which meant so much in quiet relaxation are gone for the 
moment as man drives ever faster in his zest for the new and unexplored. 

Why pause to think and dream and write when everything can be con- 
verted into reality through the automobile, the radio or the telephone? There 
is but one difference. Whereas the days of the horse and buggy meant quiet 
thought, the days of the motor car means strained nerves, constant physical 
exhaustion and the loss cf a deeper reality from spiritual things that is un- 
known now. 

Life is too fast when there is no longer time for thought. People in the 
larger cities are already beginning to realize that modern methods must be 
incorporated with some of the old time leisure if an equilibrium is to be 
maintained. The desire to be away from all the jangle, to return to more 
normal ways of living is seen here in Virginia. In the last five or six years 
Virginia with its quiet scenery, its old homes, its peaceful farms has become 
the mecca for city people. They have come for but a few hours or for 
months or for years. They find here a relaxation they have forgotten in the 
cities. Work sends them back again, but many have caught the essence of 
the days that are gone. They have realized that those old days have a les- 
son which can be learned anew today. That nothing was ever done without 
thought, and that rest and relaxation must be the part of every man if life 
is to contain that spark of contentment which makes days flow gently by and 
not become but a nightmare of noise. We can all do well to heed the words 
of Senator Glass at 80 as he tells us, ‘‘We worship materialism and the finer 
things of the spirit are forgotten.”’

the most important considerations 
in an hunting performance, ticks 
and light raps may be disregarded, 


though grdbbing at or diving into 
fences, swerving, and sticky jump- 


ing, should be penalized. 

Judges should distinguish between 
a refusal because the horse got “in 
wrong” and ‘‘sense enough to stop”, 
anda refusal due to inadequate 
schooling, soreness, or ‘‘sourness’’. 

MANNERS: A good mouth a most 
important attribute. Improper carri- 
age of the head, or throwing of the 
head about, should be penalized. 
Kicking, rearing, plunging, or pull- 
ing, are menaces in the hunting 
field, and hence should be severely 
penalized in the show ring. 

If ridden by a Master or an Honor- 
ary Whipper-in, horses should be 
broken to the whip. 

Way of Going: Corinthian hunters 
should be shown at a fair hunting 
pace, but not be out of hand. This 
gallop should be a long, even stride, 
free from up and down action of the 
forehand. The walk and trot should 
display true action, free from lateral 
motion. 

CONFORMATION (25 per cent): 
will include conformation of horse, 
and suitability of horse to rider. 
“Wear and tear’ and_ superficial 
hunting blemishes may be disregard- 
ed. Soundness of feet and legs are 
more important than a showy  top- 
line. The horse should give the im- 
pression of being able to stay with 
hounds throughout a long, hard day. 

Suitability to rider: Corinthian 
Hunters may be light, middle, or 
heavy weight, and some considerat- 
ion should be given to their riders 
being in accord with these classi- 
fications. 

APPOINTMENTS (25 per cent): 
Judge should ascertain from riders 


as to whether they are showing as 
Masters, Honorary Whippers-in, or 


Members, and then adjudicate in ac- 
cordance with the provisions as laid 
down for judging (A) Personal Ap- 
pointments, and (B) Tack Appoint- 


ments, in the rules of the National 
Horse Show Assn. 
Particular attention should be 


given to fit of saddle, and correct ad- 
justment of head-stall, bit and brid- 
oon, cavesson, lip strap, curb-chain, 
throat-latch and breast-plate (if the 
latter be used). All leather equip- 
ment should be ‘‘oiled’’ (without be- 
ing greasy), and should be uniform 
as to color. Fit of hat or cap, coat, 
breeches and boots, and adjustment 
of spurs and boot garters considered. 
Masters and Hon. Whippers-in are to 
be able to crack whip loudly. 
Above all, appointments
